The  Auditors  of  the  said  County  respectfully  Report: 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Guardians  for  the  Relief  and  Employment  of  the  Poor 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  District  of  Southwark  and 
the  Townships  of  the  Northern  Liberties  and  Penn,  com¬ 
mencing  on  the  16th  of  May  1841,  and  ending  on  the  17th 
of  May  1842,  and  that  they  have  compared  them  with  the 
vouchers  and  documents  produced  in  support  thereof,  and 
now  report  the  following  result.

AUDITORS’  REPORT, 

Of  the  Accounts  of  the  Blockley  Almshouse  aforesaid,  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  May  16  th,  1842. 

For  the  detailed  result  of  the  examination  of  the  books  and 
vouchers  of  this  institution,  references  will  be  made  to  a 
statement  hereunto  annexed,  furnished  to  the  Auditors  by 
Edward  P.  Jones,  Esq.  first  book-keeper,  and  whose  accounts 
as  far  as  regards  the  transactions  submitted,  have  been,  on 
examination,  found  to  agree  with  the  books,  bills  and  vouch¬ 
ers. 

The  condensed  results  of  the  documents  alluded  to  are  as 
follows,  to  wit : 

No.  1.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  this  in¬ 
stitution  under  the  heads  of  Provisions ,  Expenses ,  Medical 
Department ,  Fuel ,  and  Medical  Fund ,  resulting  in  a  net  ex¬ 
penditure  of  $82,219  08,  disbursed  exclusively  for  the  main- 
tainance  of  paupers.  As  per 

No.  2.  This  sum  supports  an  aggregate  number  of  1546 
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paupers  throughout  the  year,  averaging  one  dollar  and  two 
cents  nearly  for  the  maintainance  of  each  pauper  per  week. 

No.  3  is  a  table  showing  the  admissions,  discharges,  bind¬ 
ing  to  trades, &c.,  and  death  of  paupers  during  the  said  year. 

No.  4  is  a  statement  of  the  Debits  and  Credits  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  manufactories  and  work  belonging  to  that  branch  of 
the  institution,  and  results  in  a  gain  of  $9,929  35. 

No.  5.  is  an  Account  Current  of  Blockley  Farm,  which  re¬ 
sults  in  a  nett  gain  of  $4,072  53. 

No.  6  is  an  Account  Current  of  Blockley  Estate,  shewing 
that  the  expenditures  for  building  and  improvements  during 
the  current  year  have  amounted  to  $5,298  34 

From  which  is  deducted  the  gains  of  the  farm 

and  amount  of  sale  for  plants  and  fruit,  4,179  09 

Leaving  a  surplus  amount  of  expenditures  on 

this  account  of  $1,119  25 

No.  7.  A  statement  shewing  the  amount  expended  from 
the  general  funds  of  the  institution  for  the  maintainance  of 
orphan  children,  amounting  to  $5,184  93 

Accompanied  by  a  table  (see  No.  3.)  shewing  the  average 
number  per  month,  and  that  the  cost  during  that  period  aver¬ 
ages  $5  61  for  each  child. 

No.  8.  An  Account  Current  collated  from  statements  No. 
1,4,  5,  6  and  7,  shewing  the  amounts  received  from  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  institution,  compared  with  the  amounts  ex¬ 
pended  for  account  of  the  Almshouse  proper,  the  Manufac¬ 
tories,  Children’s  Asylum,  Blockley  Farm  and  Estate.  The 
whole  of  the  expenditures  amounting  to  $115,788  53 

And  the  receipts  from  internal  resources  to  23,713  49 

Leaving  a  balance  of  expenditures  of  $92,075  04 

paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Poor  Tax. 

No.  9  is  a  Statement  of  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of 
this  institution. 

It  will  be  perceived  from  an  examination  thereof,  that  ihe 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  former  and  present  Treasurer,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  monies  received  by  them  during  the  fiscal 
year  1841-2,  amount  to  $213,955  46 

And  that  the  total  disbursements  accounted  for 

by  vouchers,  amount  to  181,749  38 

The  apparent  balance,  therefore,  which  should 
have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  on 
the  17th  of  May  1842,  would  have  amount¬ 
ed  to  $32,206  08 
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Brought  forward,  $32,206  08 

Whereas  the  actual  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
present  Treasurer  on  the  above  date  as  per 
Document  No.  9.,  is  only  60  88 


Leaving  a  deficiency  due  by  and  charged  to 

John  Hemphill,  late  treasurer,  amounting  to  832,145  20 
On  the  occasion  of  the  disarrangement  of  Mr.  Hemphill’s 
affairs,  a  committee  of  investigation  was  appointed  by  the 
Guardians  to  ascertain  the  total  amount  of  his  liabilities,  and 
to  take  efficient  measures  to  obtain  additional  securities  over 
and  above  the  ten  thousand  dollars  required  by  law.  The 
Auditors  of  the  county  have  inspected  the  accounts  and  re¬ 
ports  of  the  said  committee,  and  are  satisfied  that  the  above 
amount  constitutes  the  total  sum  of  Mr.  Hemphill’s  liabilities. 
Relative  to  the  additional  securities  on  real  estate,  the  report 
of  the  said  committee  was  not  deemed  by  Auditors  sufficient¬ 
ly  explicit;  a  note  was  therefore  directed  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  on  this  subject,  to  which  the  following  answer 
was  received  : 

“  Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Guardians  have  directed  me 
to  reply  to  your  letter  directed  to  them  of  yesterday,  to  in¬ 
form  you  that  the  security  taken  from  the  late  Treasurer  was 
in  the  form  and  for  the  amount  directed  by  law,  to  wit :  a 
bond  with  two  sureties  in  the  sum  of  810.000.  For  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  this  bond,  an  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  and 
partially  completed  between  the  sureties  and  the  Board.  For 
the  amount  of  the  late  Treasurer’s  deficit  exceeding  the  pen¬ 
alty  of  the  bond,  in  addition  to  some  personal  property  at¬ 
tached,  the  Board  have  liens  upon  all  his  real  estate,  which, 
under  present  circumstances,  it  has  been  deemed  unadvisable 
to  sue  out.

No.  10  is  a  General  Account  Current,  abstracted  from 
Statements  No.  1,  8  and  9,  and  shews  on  the  debit  side  the 
amount  of  expenditures  for  the  maintainance  of  the  institution, 
the  expenses  paid  for  the  Children’s  Asylum,  for  the  Farm, 
the  Blockley  Estate,  for  interest  paid  on  loans  and  appropri- 
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ations  made  for  the  sinking  fund  during  the  said  year,  all  of 
which  amount  to  $182,200  85 

The  credit  side  shews  that  the  nett  amount  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  resources  of  the  institution 
is  equal  to  21,746  55 


Leaving  the  amount  to  be  provided  for  by 

taxes,  legacies,  &c.,  $160,454  30 

No.  11  is  a  Statement  exhibiting  that  the  assets  of  this 
institution,  including  all  real,  personal  and  mixed  estate,  am¬ 
ount  to  $1,167,162  66 

and  that  the  total  liabilities  amount  to  856,944  07 


Leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  said  institu¬ 
tion  amounting  to  $310,218  59 

So  far  the  above  report  and  accompanying  documents  re¬ 
lative  to  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  1841-2 
agree  with  the  books  and  vouchers  examined  by  the  Audi¬ 
tors  of  the  county.  But  as  several  other  important  concerns 
have  remained  unsettled  for  the  last  two  years  past,  they  now 
beg  leave  to  report  thereon  as  follows : 

1st.  Balances  due  the  Institution  from  sundry  persons  re¬ 
lative  to  cases  in  bastardy,  support  and  commutation.  For 
the  causes  of  these  balances,  or  their  annual  aggregate 
amount,  not  having  appeared  on  the  books  of  the  Institution, 
the  Auditors  refer  the  Honorable  Court  to  their  Reports  of 
1839-40  and  1840-41.  But  they  are  pleased  to  observe 
that  the  Board  of  Guardians,  during  the  year  under  investi¬ 
gation,  have  taken  such  measures  as  to  repair  that  defect. 
The  Nurse  Books,  No.  6  and  7,  containing  a  list  of  all  the 
debtors  to  the  Institution,  on  the  subjects  above-mentioned, 
since  the  year  1836,  have  been  during  this  year  adjusted, 
the  true  balances  ascertained  and  placed  in  a  proper  train  for 
collection.  These  books,  so  arranged  and  adjusted,  have 
been  laid  before  Auditors,  and  enabled  them  to  ascertain  the 
following  results,  viz. 

That  agreeably  to  balance  sheet  from  Nurse  Book,  No.  6, 
containing  the  balances  of  sundry  debtors  from  May,  1836, 
to  1840,  the  aggregate  amount  due  to  the  Institution  from 
sundry  debtors,  is  $4,706  96 

And  a  statement  from  Nurse  Book,  No.  7, 
shows  that  from  1840  to  May  16th,  1842,  the 
following  amounts  remain  due  and  collectable: 

On  account  of  support  cases,  $2,036  50 

On  account  of  bonded  cases,  8,096  41  —10,132  91

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The  amount  of  these  claims  is  not  found  in  the  Statement 
No.  11,  but  will  be  duly  noted  in  the  transactions  of  the 
fiscal  year  1842-3,  and  will  form  an  additional  item  in  the 
assets  of  the  Institution. 

2d.  Relative  to  the  defalcations  of  A.  Wentz,  former  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Board,  the  Auditors  report  that  they  have  closed 
the  examination,  and  have  found  the  total  amount  of  his  lia¬ 
bilities  and  that  of  his  sureties  to  be  87,796  09,  a  detailed 
statement  whereof  has  been  communicated  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians. 

3d.  On  the  subject  of  balances  due  by  delinquent  Collec¬ 
tors  of  Taxes,  they  have  found  on  inquiry,  that  during  the 
current  year,  legal  measures  have  been  taken  against  them 
and  their  securities,  which  are  now  pending,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Guardians  are  determined  by  prompt  action  to  pre¬ 
vent  similar  occurrences  for  the  future. 

4th.  That  on  inspection  of  that  part  of  the  claims  of  this 
Institution,  which  is  found  in  statement  No.  11,  under  the 
head  of  due  from  Counties  and  Townships,  and  is  there  esti¬ 
mated  at  83,800 ;  but  amounts  in  the  books  to  more  than 
double  that  sum.  There  are  a  number  of  charges  against  cer¬ 
tain  Counties  and  Townships  of  more  than  ten  years  stand¬ 
ing,  which  in  all  probability  will  never  be  realised.  The 
Auditors  have  therefore  suggested  to  the  Board  of  Guar¬ 
dians,  to  have  these  accounts  revised  through  the  proper 
officer,  who  has  these  collections  and  settlements  in  charge, 
and  cancel  all  such  accounts  as  prove  to  be  incapable  of  any 
compromise. 

The  Auditors  finally  report,  that  since  the  foregoing  in¬ 
vestigation,  they  have  been  furnished  writh  sundry  docu¬ 
ments  which,  from  their  importance  to  the  public,  they  have 
attached  to  the  detailed  statements,  under  Nos.  12,13,  and  14. 

No.  12.  is  a  statement  prepared  by  Mr.  Secretary  Robbins, 
by  order  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  dated 
December  12th,  1842,  and  contains  the  details  of  money, 
provisions  and  fuel,  expended  by  this  Institution  through  the 
outdoor  Guardians,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia,  who  are  not  inmates  of  the  Blockley 
Almshouse,  but  deserving  of  assistance.  These  expenditures 
are  chiefly  from  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  and  defrayed 
from  periodical  appropriations  for  the  relief  of  outdoor  poor ; 
as  also  from  the  distribution  of  fuel,  bread,  &c.,  purchased 
with  the  amount  of  interest  annually  arising  from  certain 
legacies.  The  whole  amount  so  appropriated  and  distri¬ 
buted,  estimating  the  wood  and  charges  at  five  dollars  a  cord, 
amounts  to  815,580  16 
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No.  13.  contains  the  Assessment  of  Poor  Tax  for  the 
City,  and  such  Districts  of  the  County,  as  are  by  law  subject 
to  this  tax.  The  total  amounting  to  $184,094  16 

The  net  proceeds  of  which,  as  per  statement,  No.  10,  will 
prove  to  be  sufficent  for  the  demands  of  the  Institution  be¬ 
yond  the  internal  resources. 

No.  14.  contains  the  quantity  of  Provisions,  seized  in 
the  markets,  according  to  law,  and  distributed  amongst  the 
poor.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  by

The  will  of  Archibald  Thompson,  dec’d,  appropriates  $202  16 
the  proceeds  of  certain  ground  rents  devised  by  him,  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  small  loaves  of  bread,  to  be  distributed  to  the  Poor  of  the 
City,  in  the  latter  part  of  December  and  February,  annually — this 
distribution  was  made  from  the  office  in  the  City,  at  the  times  men¬ 
tioned,  by  the  distribution  of  3000  loaves  of  bread  at  each  time,  to 
such  of  the  Poor  as  applied  for  the  same. 

The  will  of  James  Dutton,  dec’d,  appropriates  the  nett  income 
of  certain  property  devised  by  him  for  the  purchase  of  “food,  cloth¬ 
ing,  and  fuel,”  to  be  distributed  to  the  Poor  of  the  township  of  the 
Northern  Liberties,  on  the  first  of  January,  annually.  This  distri¬
